Project  Grants  for  Individuals  are  intended  to  promote  the  practice  of  design  as  an  art  form  that 
embraces  aesthetic,  economic  and  utilitarian  issues.  These  grants  support  projects  that  advance 
design  practice,  research,  theory  and  communication. 

In  this  category,  12  grants  were  awarded  totalling  $154,900 


Barbara  L.  Barros 

Boston,  MA  $13,500 

To  support  the  development  of  an  educational  computer  program  for  Boston  high  school  students. 
The  focus  of  the  program  will  be  easy-to-use  computer  mapping  tools  which  teach  inner-city 
students  to  sketch  and  map  their  local  urban  environment  to  learn  urban  design  analysis  skills,  and 
to  gain  insights  into  the  design  process.  This  model  will  eventually  be  incorporated  into  the  Youth 
View  program  of  Boston's  CityView  Network.  The  project  will  give  students  an  engaging  way  to 
learn  basic  computer  skills  and  will  provide  them  with  visual  information  about  the  inner  city.  Both 
the  participants  and  the  community  will  learn  how  the  physical  conditions  of  the  city  can  be 
improved  based  on  the  perceptions  young  people  have  about  their  neighborhoods.  This  project 
encourages  students  to  become  community  participants,  helping  other  students  and  members  of 
their  community  to  take  part  in  shaping  its  future.  This  program  will  help  build  awareness  of  career 
options  in  the  design  professions  and  urban  affairs,  while  molding  informed  citizens  in  community 
planning  and  participation. 


Bill  Buchen 

New  York,  NY  $13,000 

To  support  the  design  of  “Wilds  Sound  Walk"  for  the  International  Center  for  the  Preservation  of 
Wild  Animals  in  Muskingum,  Ohio.  The  Wilds  is  a preservation  area  set  aside  for  endangered  species, 
a site  situated  on  9,154  acres  of  reclaimed  strip-mined  land.  The  ‘Wilds  Sound  Walk"  will  lead  visitors 
to  lakes,  streams,  and  wildlife  areas.  It  is  designed  to  engage  the  public  in  acoustic  environments 
that  educate,  entertain,  and  inspire  by  using  sound  technology  in  public  spaces.  Integral  to  the 
success  of  the  work  are  the  concepts  of  public  participation  and  environmental  interaction.  Musical 
and  sound  instruments  such  as  acoustic  trails,  listening  posts,  wind  harps  and  sound  stations  will  be 
installed  as  part  of  the  parks  infrastructure  and  landscape  design.  Designated  sites  along  a one  mile 
walkway  will  be  landscaped  with  sculptural  elements  employing  forces  of  wind,  water  and  solar 
energy  to  create  these  interactive  areas. 


Daniel  Formosa 

Montvale,  NJ  $15,000 

To  support  the  graphic  development  of  a new  periodic  table  of  elements.  The  project  will  use 
graphic  design  concepts  to  enhance  the  interest  in  the  understanding  of  the  principles  of  chemistry. 
Developed  in  1869  by  Dmitry  Mendeleev,  the  periodic  table  is  comprehensive  and  contains  extremes 
of  scale  and  measurement.  Mr.  Formosa  will  design  the  elemental  “cell“  which,  when  combined  and 
expanded,  will  result  in  the  complete  chart.  The  applicant's  approach  is  to  join  graphic  design  with 
cognitive  psychology  to  enhance  the  ability  of  the  printed  page  to  communicate.  Making  science 
more  interesting  and  personally  stimulating  increases  the  incentive  for  young  people  to  pursue 
science.  Mr.  Formosa  has  been  working  with  the  application  of  ergonomics  to  graphic  design  as  a 
Product  Design  Specialist  for  the  United  States  Information  Agency's  “Design  USA"  exhibit  in 
Moscow.

To  support  research  for  a book  on  the  influences  of  technology  in  the  shaping  of  letterforms  and  the 
alphabet  image.  Today  our  alphabet  image  is  undergoing  subtle  but  destructive  change.  In 
contrast  to  the  shaping  of  letters  with  a tool  by  a skilled  hand,  new  technology  permits  easy 
alteration  of  the  letter  image.  Mr.  Grushkin  has  specialized  in  gathering  photographs  relating  to  the 
arts  of  calligraphy  and  lettering;  this  archive,  along  with  new  images,  will  be  used  to  produce  an 
illustrated  manuscript.  This  book  will  juxtapose  the  interaction  of  tool  and  surface  in  developing 
letter  forms  with  present-day  electronic  design  technology.  It  will  also  become  a visual  inventory  of 
alphabet  style  and  technique  for  a new  generation  of  letterform  designers. 


Clifford  A.  Harvey 

Morgantown,  WV  $6,500 

To  support  a limited  edition  private  press  book  using  original  early  20th-century  engravings.  The 
proposed  edition  of  50  copies  will  assemble  original  engravings  and  pertinent  photographic 
reproductions  and  will  document  image  sources  and  references.  These  images  represent  a unique 
and  important  record  of  how  popular  commercial  art,  coupled  with  persuasive  advertising  of  that 
era,  was  presented  through  the  art  of  hand  engraving.  This  project  will  preserve  an  important  part 
of  America's  early  design  history.  The  meticulous  hand-crafted  wood  engravings  reprinted  and 
preserved  by  Mr.  Harvey  represent  a rare  achievement  significant  to  the  design  field,  for  most  of  the 
rich  heritage  of  19th-century  graphics  has  been  lost.  In  order  to  reach  the  broadest  audience,  the 
final  edition  will  be  bound  in  a combination  of  hand  binding  and  trade  bindings  techniques  and  will 
be  placed  in  specific  libraries  where  concentrations  of  information  already  exist  for  designers  and 
scholars. 


Kenneth  J.  Hiebert 

Elkins  Park,  PA  $15,000 

To  support  a sequel  to  the  book,  Graphic  Design  Processes  that  examines  how  unique  graphic 
imagery  can  be  created  from  a range  of  sources  without  being  stylistically  superficial.  Primarily  for 
graphic  design  students,  educators,  and  professionals  in  graphic  design,  the  book  will  also  be  a 
resource  for  all  artists  interested  in  re-examining  the  fundamentals  of  structure  and  form.  The 
increased  use  of  the  computer  in  graphic  design  often  leads  to  stunning  yet  superficial  results.  With 
the  broad  distribution  of  the  latest  achievements  in  digital  technology,  graphic  design  has  looked 
inward  for  its  inspiration  and  primarily  in  the  direction  of  aesthetics,  not  conception.  Mr.  Hiebert's 
book  will  help  designers  retain  their  focus  on  the  structuring  of  processes  and  the  world  outside  of 
graphic  design. 


c^rol  H,  Krinsky 

New  York,  NY  $8,600 

To  support  research  and  photography  for  a book  on  contemporary  Native  American  architecture. 

Ms.  Krinsky  will  create  a structure  for  classifying  and  analyzing  buildings  in  both  formal  and  cultural 
terms  for  the  broad  range  of  contemporary  Native  American  buildings  types.  Contemporary  Native 
American  architecture  is  a fascinating  meld  of  traditional  cultural  forms,  ornamentation,  modern 
conveniences  and  a distinct  architectural  form,  and  provides  insights  into  the  survival  of  cultural 
traditions  in  the  modern  world.  The  convergence  of  cultures  often  highlights  differing  cultural  values 
and  motivations.  Native  American  architects,  trained  in  a foreign  tradition,  face  the  problem  of 
accommodating  their  own  culture  in  buildings  such  as  schools,  community  buildings,  and  cultural 
centers.  This  study  will  contribute  not  only  to  an  understanding  of  architectural  history  but  also  to 
an  awareness  of  how  documentation  of  these  buildings  reinforce  aspects  of  cultural  identity  and  self- 
determination.  By  examining  Native  American  architecture  critically,  architectural  historians  such  as 
Ms.  Krinsky  will  contribute  to  the  belief  that  buildings  contribute  to  our  understanding  of  a people.

To  support  the  design  of  a universal  access  window  system  that  is  accessible  to  elderly  and  disabled 
individuals.  The  need  to  address  this  problem  will  become  increasingly  urgent  due  to  the  surge  in 
the  elderly  population  projected  over  the  next  60  years.  By  using  the  guidelines  of  the  American 
National  Standards  Institute,  Mr.  McClelland  will  design  a system  for  prime  and  replacement  windows 
and  a kit  to  retrofit  existing  windows.  These  guidelines  are  not  currently  used  by  window 
manufacturers.  Improvements  to  existing  window  designs  will  include  the  provision  for  adequate 
ventilation,  emergency  egress  where  necessary,  the  consolidation  of  draperies/blinds  into  a single 
opening  mechanism,  a lower  force  required  for  opening  and  closing  windows  and  the  avoidance  of 
motors  and  remote  controls  to  increase  reliability.  Domestic  manufacturers  have  done  little  to 
develop  products  for  the  elderly  and  disabled;  however  foreign  manufacturers  may  be  gaining  a 
market  edge  in  developing  products  more  suitable  for  older  consumers.  The  universal  access  window 
system  may  have  a national  impact  on  the  industrial  design  community  and  consumer  product 
industry. 


Stephen  D,  Palev 

Los  Angeles,  CA  $15,000 

To  support  an  illustrated  book  on  the  design  history  of  Times  Square,  from  its  first  theater  in  1895  to 
the  present.  This  book  will  treat  Times  Square  as  a unique  cultural  phenomenon,  and  offer  a 
historical  record  in  a format  intended  to  appeal  to  the  general  reader.  The  book  will  feature  more 
than  300  computer-enhanced  historical  photographs,  many  never  before  printed.  It  will  also  include 
observations  on  Times  Square  by  some  of  America's  most  famous  literary  figures.  The  book  will  be 
organized  into  chapters  exploring  each  of  the  principal  facets  of  Times  Square:  Broadway  theatrical 
district,  outdoor  advertisements,  famous  nightclubs,  and  movie  palaces.  The  book  will  explore  the 
roll  that  graphic,  architectural,  and  civic  design  played  in  creating  this  American  cultural  center. 


Eric  K.  Pritchard 

Berkeley  Springs,  WV  $15,000 

To  support  the  design  of  new  audio  elements  for  a microphone.  This  project  focuses  on  the 
advancement  of  audio  product  design  and  how  technology  can  create  a modern  audio  source 
which  influences  the  aesthetic  aspect  of  a sound.  This  new  design  will  incorporate  the  use  of 
vacuum  tubes;  these  tubes  have  desirable  audio  characteristics  currently  not  produced  by  any  other 
form  of  microphone.  During  recent  years  there  has  been  a growing  concern  over  the  discontinued 
manufacturing  of  vacuum  tubes  in  the  United  States  and  the  audio  industry's  desire  to  replace 
vacuum  tubes  with  semiconductors.  The  vacuum  tube's  soft,  warm  audio  tones  stand  in  contrast 
to  the  harsh  sound  of  the  semiconductor.  Vacuum  tube  audio  technology  befits  the  sounds  of  the 
past  decades,  particularly  the  50's  and  60's.  The  applicant  seeks  to  design  audio  elements  that  can 
preserve  audio  artforms  created  with  such  technology  from  contemporary  developments.

To  support  the  development  of  working  drawings  for  a public  garden  project  in  the  Watts 
community  of  Los  Angeles.  Open  dialog  with  neighborhood  residents  and  community  organizations 
located  in  Jordan  Downs,  the  largest  public  housing  project  in  Los  Angeles,  helped  develop 
conceptual  designs  of  the  2 1/2  acre  site.  Ms.  Stein  will  develop  working  drawings  as  well  as  the 
final  design  work  that  will  guide  site  development  fund  raising  efforts.  Included  in  the  project  are  a 
community  "victory"  garden  for  sixty  individual  family  plots,  a market  garden  and  horticultural 
teaching  area  for  the  Watts  drug  rehabilitation  program,  a recycling  and  composting  area,  and  a 
herb  garden  and  orchard  under  the  supervision  of  the  Common  Ground  program.  The  design 
incorporates  the  use  of  drought-tolerant  plants  native  to  Southern  California,  Latin  America,  and 
Africa.  This  project  offers  an  opportunity  to  establish  new  prototypes  for  urban  parks  at  a time 
when  the  security  and  cost  issues  associated  with  the  development  of  new  public  open  spaces  have 
become  so  burdensome  that  traditional  models  of  public  space  in  the  city  are  no  longer  applicable.

Berkeley,  CA  $8,300 

To  support  research  for  a study,  The  Impact  of  Geometry  on  Eve-Movement  Patterns  and  Aesthetic 
Judgement  in  Architectural  Design.  This  study  will  examine  how  the  visual  experience  of 
architectural  space  is  influenced  by  various  formal,  geometric  characteristics  of  building  form  and 
whether  there  are  differences  in  scan-path  patterns  between  the  perception  of  two-dimensional 
architectural  representations  (such  as  drawings  or  photographs)  and  three-dimensional 
representations  (such  as  architectural  models).  It  will  also  investigate  ways  that  different  architectural 
representation  methods  may  influence  design  choices.  The  comparisons  will  be  drawn  between  scale 
models  of  structures  and  photographs  of  the  same  scale  models.  Tests  will  be  conducted  using  a 
series  of  different  views  of  the  models  and  photographs  featuring  different  geometric  layouts.  The 
analysis  focuses  on  how  compositional  qualities,  such  as  size,  contrast,  direction,  symmetry,  and 
closure  may  alter  individual  visual  scan-paths  and  effect  awareness  and  appreciation  of  architectural 
design.  This  research  project  will  attempt  to  provide  a more  precise  basis  for  design  decisions 
compared  to  value  judgements  commonly  used  in  architectural  design. 
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Individual  Grants  for  Design  Innovation 


Individual  Grants  for  Design  Innovation  support  projects  that  seek  to  resolve  current  design  problems 
by  exploring  alternative  solutions.  Applicants  are  encouraged  to  explore  new  fields  of  endeavor 
which  may  not  have  received  a high  level  of  attention  or  to  consider  traditional  design  problems 
utilizing  innovative  methodologies.  These  grants  seek  to  advance  design  aesthetics,  utility,  and 
economics. 

In  this  category,  1 grants  were  awarded  totalling  $10,000 


Ron  Wiaainton 

Inverness,  CA  $10,000 

To  support  research  of  carbon-fiber  composites  and  non-metallic  aerospace  materials  for  use  in  the 
design  of  landscape  viewing  platforms.  This  type  of  environmentally  sensitive  design  research  is 
needed  particularly  in  the  profession  of  Landscape  Architecture  where  research  into  new  materials  for 
structured  elements  in  the  landscape  is  relatively  new.  Because  of  the  reliance  on  standard  rather 
than  innovative,  construction  materials  and  the  continued  use  of  traditional  landscape  structures, 
landscape  structure  design  is  not  representative  of  our  age.  Experimentation  with  new  building 
materials  such  as  carbon-graphites  allows  designers  to  create  landscape  structures  for  varying 
landscape  needs.  Carbon-graphites  are  especially  suited  to  both  sensitive  and  hostile  environments, 
as  they  are  much  stronger  and  lighter  than  conventional  materials  and  have  the  added  quality  of 
being  rust-free  and  virtually  silent  when  walked  upon.  Landscape  architecture  research  continues  to 
press  the  question  of  our  relationship  to  nature  in  an  increasingly  man-made  environment.  This 
research  hopes  to  make  it  possible  to  access  pockets  of  greenery  without  treading  on  their  fragile 
ecological  natural  resources. 


USA  Fellowships 


USA  Fellowships  are  awarded  to  designers  and  other  individuals  working  in  design-related  professions 
for  independent  study  and  travel  within  the  United  States.  The  fellowships  are  intended  for 
professionals  who  have  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  design  field  or  who  demonstrate  the 
potential  for  outstanding  work  in  the  future. 

In  this  category,  3 grants  were  awarded  totalling  $55,000 


Uriel  Cohen 

Shorewood,  Wl  $19,200 

To  support  research  for  a monograph  on  exemplary  rehabilitation  environments  and  on  more 
responsive,  rnctusive,  and  therapeutic  designs  for  the  rehabilitation  of  elderly  persons.  Despite  the 
well  established  practices  of  the  medical  and  allied  health  professions,  one  important  component  of 
rehabilitation--the  physical  environment--  is  not  fully  understood,  conceptualized,  or  used  as  a 
therapeutic  resource.  Mr.  Cohen,  the  Director  of  the  Institute  on  Aging  and  Environment  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin-Milwaukee,  will  travel  throughout  the  United  States  interviewing  and 
observing  a variety  of  treatment  facilities,  residential  environments,  research  centers  and  training 
institutions.  Mr.  Cohen  will  develop  a research-based  theoretical  approach  for  the  design  of 
environments  for  rehabilitation  and  develop  design  principles  and  planning  approaches  to  serve 
persons  with  rehabilitation  needs.  This  research  will  help  create  more  responsive  architectural 
programming  and  will  encourage  innovative  designs  to  increase  the  elderly's  level  of  independence, 
lessen  in  appropriate  institutionalization,  enhance  overall  health  and  life  satisfaction,  and  ultimately 
help  reduce  the  economic  costs  of  rehabilitation  to  society.

To  support  research  for  Volume  Two  of  The  Details  of  Modern  Architecture,  covering  1932  to  the 
present.  In  the  first  volume,  published  by  the  MIT  Press  in  1990,  Mr.  Ford  chose  not  to  focus  on  a 
history  of  architecture  or  technology,  but  simply  to  write  about  architecture  and  construction  as  if 
they  were  one  and  the  same.  The  point  of  departure  for  the  second  volume  is  1932,  the  year 
modernism  was  officially  introduced  to  America.  Of  the  fourteen  chapters,  eight  are  devoted  to 
American  architects  or  American  work  of  European  architects.  It  will  be  illustrated  with  simplified 
construction  drawings  based  on  archival  material;  it  will  be  an  invaluable  source  for  anyone  trying  to 
understand  how  the  early  modernist  architects  designed.  The  book  will  also  illustrate  the 
construction  techniques  used  in  some  of  the  most  important  buildings  of  the  modern  era,  and  will 
relate  these  buildings  to  the  historical  and  contemporary  theories  of  construction  methods  of  the 
day.  Mr.  Ford  will  travel  to  Kentucky,  Connecticut,  Washington,  D.C  and  Michigan  to  document 
buildings  and  associated  archives.  M.l.T.  Press  has  committed  to  publish  the  finished  work. 


Ben  M.  Livingston 

Austin,  TX  $19,600 

To  support  research  into  new  technologies  to  develop  new  colors  of  neon  for  artistic  and  commercial 
purposes.  Increasingly,  architects,  landscape  architects,  and  interior  designers  are  incorporating 
neon  into  their  designs.  The  most  crucial  element  in  maintaining  the  purity  and  brilliance  of  neon 
color  is  phosphorous.  Mr.  Livingston  is  exploring  creative  and  innovative  ways  to  advance  the 
medium  of  neon  and  expand  the  artistic  terms  of  what  is  considered  a technical  design  process.  By 
experimenting  with  different  phosphors,  new  and  brilliant  colors  will  be  produced  and  tested  for 
luminesce,  brilliance,  and  their  propensity  for  deterioration.  Experiments  with  raw  materials  will  be 
conducted  to  identify  intensity  and  color  saturation.  The  research  will  address  what  is  currently 
available  and  what  is  technically  possible.  The  experimentation  will  produce  new  knowledge  in  the 
expanding  field  of  neon  color  and  light.  Mr.  Livigston  will  travel  throughout  the  United  States  to 
survey  and  interview  manufacturers  and  trade  organizations.

Project  Grants  for  Organizations  are  intended  to  promote  the  practice  of  design  as  an  art  form  that 
embraces  aesthetic,  economic,  and  utilitarian  issues.  Applicants  are  encouraged  to  propose  projects 
that  address  major  concerns  facing  our  society  which  the  design  arts  can  affect.  Applicants  include 
local  and  state  governments;state,  local  and  regional  arts  agencies;  organizations  awarding  design 
fellowships;  community  or  neighborhood  organizations;  colleges  and  universities;  and  independent, 
not-for-profit  design  organizations  and  not-for-profit  organizations  that  contribute  to  the  design 
field.

American  Academy  in  Rome 

New  York,  NY  $50,000 

To  support  three  six-month  fellowships  for  design  professionals.  Available  to  individuals  working  in 
the  disciplines  of  architecture,  landscape  architecture,  urban  design,  historic  preservation,  and 
interior,  set,  graphic,  and  industrial  design,  the  fellowships  provide  valuable  time  to  pursue 
independent  creative  work.  The  Academy  provides  each  fellow  with  a stipend,  travel  funds,  room, 
meals,  studio  space,  and,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  fellowship,  the  opportunity  to  exhibit  their  work 
in  Rome,  give  lectures,  and  hold  studio  demonstrations. 


American  Film  Foundation 

Santa  Monica,  CA  $50,000 

To  support  development  of  a film  series  on  architecture  based  on  the  vision  of  Vincent  Scully,  an 
architect,  scholar,  and  professor  who  has  taught  at  Yale  University  for  45  years.  Known  for  his 
passionate  advocacy  for  humane  architecture,  Scully  deals  with  man’s  respect  for  the  earth  and 
environment,  stressing  direct  personal  intervention  in  one's  own  community.  The  series  will  span 
architecture  from  pre-Columbian  America  and  ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  through  Europe  in  Gothic 
and  Renaissance  times,  to  today's  Modern  and  Postmodern  eras.  Plans  for  broadcasting  include 
release  on  PBS,  followed  by  cable  alternatives.  COMMENT:  The  Media  Arts  Program  has  been 
notified  of  this  proposed  grant.

To  support  a collaborative  public  art  project  in  a new  affordable  housing  community  in  Rohnert  Park, 
a town  in  rapidly  growing  Sonoma  County.

Using  the  urban 
environment  as  a focus  for  integrating  math,  science,  language  arts,  and  history,  the  City  Building 
Education  Program  believes  that  inventive  thinking  and  problem-solving  skills  associated  with  the 
practice  of  architecture  and  design  can  be  fostered  in  young  students.

To  support  an  exhibition  documenting  the  work  of  Chicago-area  industrial  designers.  This  exhibit 
will  document  the  role  Chicago  designers  have  played  in  the  development  of  international  design 
standards.  Focus  will  be  on  the  importance  of  local  manufacturing,  retailers,  and  educators  in  the 
industrial  design  profession;  a video  will  record  oral  histories.

$25,000 


To  support  an  in-house  design,  planning,  and  construction  workshop  to  facilitate  the  renovation  of 
the  Exploratium's  home,  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.  The  "atelier"  will  include  an  interactive  exhibit  for 
the  museum  floor  allowing  visitors  to  manipulate  design  elements  and  to  test  solutions  put  forward 
by  the  architects  and  artists  participating  in  the  renovation.  This  unique  testing  function  in  the 
design  process  makes  the  renovation  a public  education  opportunity. 


Film  Arts  Foundation 

San  Francisco,  CA  $50,000 

To  support  production  of  a video  on  furniture-makers  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area,  home  to  a 
growing  community  of  designers  and  craftspeople.  The  video  will  chronicle  the  daily  labors  of  four 
designers  whose  work  is  injecting  new  liveliness  and  spirit  into  contemporary  American  furniture 
design.  The  film  will  focus  on  the  process  of  discovery  involved  in  designing  studio  furniture  and  the 
energy  and  excitement  the  new  forms  impart  to  the  spaces  they  inhabit.  The  underlying  theme  of 
the  film  is  the  connection  between  the  physical  environment  and  psychological  comfort,  and  the 
way  in  which  an  individual's  sense  of  control  and  pleasure  in  his  environment  enhances  feelings  of 
autonomy  in  the  external  world.  The  primary  audience  will  be  viewers  of  public  television;  other 
distribution  venues  include  museums,  community  arts  organizations,  professional  design 
associations,  educational  institutions,  and  libraries.

Athens,  GA  $17,590 

To  support  development  and  touring  of  an  exhibition  on  the  design  of  traditional  African-American 
gardens  in  the  rural  South.  The  exhibition  is  based  on  the  work  of  Richard  Westmacott,  the 
recipient  of  an  individual  Design  Arts  Program  grant,  whose  research  resulted  in  a book  published  by 
the  University  of  Tennessee  Press.  The  exhibition  will  tour  urban  and  rural  libraries  to  reach  atypical 
museum  audiences.  It  will  examine  the  functions  of  the  garden  for  food  production,  household 
chores,  leisure,  and  entertainment. 


Indiana  University 

Bloomington,  IN  $40,000 

To  support  a project  to  document  and  make  accessible  with  interactive  software  the  Lilly  Library's 
collection  of  graphic  design  history.  The  collection  is  a world  famous  repository  for  graphic  design 
and  the  printed  word.  In  addition  to  rare  books  and  historic  manuscripts,  the  collection  includes 
sheet  music,  film  posters,  atlases,  maps,  photographs,  book  jackets,  games,  and  children's  books. 
The  documentation  and  transfer  of  the  material  will  enable  students,  faculty,  and  others  to  use  the 
collection  in  ways  never  before  possible. 


Institute  for  Family-Centered  Care 
Bethesda,  MD 


$50,000 


To  support  production  and  dissemination  of  information  to  promote  the  value  of  appropriately 
designed  children's  health  care  facilities.  Although  more  than  $100  million  is  spent  annually  on 
construction  and  renovation  projects  at  health  facilities  that  care  for  children,  designers  and 
architects  of  such  facilities  lack  access  to  critical  information  about  physical  environments  and  their 
effect  on  attitudes,  behavior,  and  the  course  of  recovery.  This  project  will  help  make  such 
information  available  through  production  of  a videotape  featuring  examples  of  recent  successful 
projects  and  innovative  planning  strategies,  a videotape  of  interviews  with  children  documenting 
their  experiences  and  perspectives,  a comprehensive,  up-to-date  bibliography  of  key  publications  and 
media,  and  curriculum  materials  for  studio  projects  at  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  in 
schools  of  architecture  and  interior  design.  These  new  resources  will  help  students  of  design,  design 
professionals,  and  health  facility  planning  teams  design  the  most  appropriate  children's  health  care 
centers. 


Institute  of  American  Indian  Arts 

Santa  Fe,  NM  $50,000 

To  support  design  fees  for  development  of  a new  campus  master  plan  for  the  Institute  of  American 
Indian  Arts,  an  educational  institution  founded  in  1962  to  enhance  artistic  and  cultural  traditions  of 
all  American  Indian  and  Alaskan  Native  peoples.  After  a thorough,  lengthy  search  for  an  architect, 
the  building  committee  selected  Douglas  Cardinal,  a Canadian  Blackfoot  Indian,  to  undertake  the 
master  plan.  The  plan  ensures  the  participation  of  American  Indian  people  through  the  direct 
involvement  of  the  Institute's  faculty,  staff,  students,  and  the  community  in  the  planning  process. 
The  140-acre  site  for  the  new  campus  is  in  a locale  with  panoramic  views  of  three  different  mountain 
ranges  south  of  Santa  Fe. 


International  Documentary  Foundation 

Los  Angeles,  CA  $47,500 

To  support  production  of  a film  on  the  early  20th  century  architect  Mary  Jane  Colter,  designer  of 
hotels,  rest  havens,  and  park  service  structures  throughout  the  Southwest  from  1902-1948. 

Colter's  work  is  distinguished  by  her  incorporation  of  Native  American  and  Hispanic  arts  and  crafts  as 
design  elements,  attention  to  indigenous  materials  and  the  environmental  requirements  of  the  site, 
and  her  unique  attempts  to  bridge  modern  and  traditional  design.  Her  emphasis  on  landscape  and 
natural  textures  had  a significant  influence  on  the  National  Park  Rustic  style  of  the  1920's;  five  of 
her  buildings  are  National  Historic  Landmarks.  The  film  will  be  distributed  through  national  public 
television  and  entered  in  film  festivals  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  In  addition,  it  will  be 
disseminated  to  libraries,  educational  institutions,  and  chapters  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects.

To  support  development  of  an  exhibition  and  catalogue  examining  the  conception,  design, 
construction,  and  public  response  to  Holocaust  memorials  and  monuments  in  the  U.S.,  Israel,  and 
Europe.  The  exhibition  will  feature  artists'  drawings  and  maquettes,  architectural  drawings  and 
models,  photographs  and  video  installations.  The  project  offers  insights  into  broader  issues  of  public 
memorialization:  the  intimate  and  complex  relationships  between  design,  architecture,  and  cultural 
memory;  the  re-definition  of  memorial  design  brought  about  by  combining  traditional  religious  and 
national  iconography  with  the  more  contemporary  forms  of  performance  and  conceptual  art;  and 
the  diverse  levels  of  interaction  between  memorials,  public  spaces,  viewers,  and  national  agendas. 
After  its  opening  in  New  York,  the  exhibition  will  travel  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad. 


Lower  East  Side  Tenement  Museum 

New  York,  NY  $50,000 

To  support  development  of  a permanent  exhibit  interpreting  one  of  the  country's  earliest  tenement 
buildings.  Built  in  1863,  the  tenement  at  97  Orchard  Street  in  the  Lower  East  Side  was  abandoned 
as  a residence  in  1935  after  a series  of  housing  laws  and  other  actions  had  been  passed  in  an 
attempt  to  improve  conditions  for  New  York's  early  immigrants.  The  exhibition  will  expose  and 
interpret  the  construction,  the  layers  of  wall  and  floor  coverings,  lathing,  frames,  fixtures,  artifacts, 
utilities,  and  plumbing  typical  of  the  tenement,  as  well  as  reveal  the  later  alterations,  such  as 
mandated  indoor  plumbing,  ventilating  windows,  and  skylights,  made  to  the  building.  The 
exhibition  will  shed  light  on  the  immigrant  experience  in  America. 

Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 

Boston,  MA  $39,300 

To  support  an  educational  program  and  the  development  of  new  design,  technology  and  color  for 
bridges  and  toll  booths.  Using  the  design  expertise  of  a public  work  artist,  urban  planner  and  an 
advisory  committee,  the  Turnpike  Authority  will  develop  new  color  designs,  new  lighting 
technologies,  and  related  landscape  plans  for  refurbishing  approximately  80  bridges  in  the  region. 
The  project  adds  to  the  body  of  work  by  the  artist,  whose  infrastructure  aesthetics  include  the  JFX 
Gateway  project  in  Baltimore  and  Hell  Gate  Bridge  in  New  York.  The  results  of  such  projects  extend 
far  beyond  design  and  aesthetics,  they  advocate  the  use  of  high  gloss  performance  paint  systems 
and  multi-layer  coating,  which  ensure  far  greater  protection  against  deterioration. 

Matewan  Development  Center 

Matewan,  WV  $46,000 

To  support  research  for  design  and  development  of  low-to-moderate  income  housing  on  the 
outskirts  of  Matewan,  West  Virginia.  Without  quality  housing,  the  West  Virginia  coal  fields  will 
continue  to  offer  depressed  living  conditions.  The  Matewan  Development  Center  will  design  six 
single-family  housing  prototypes  and  a community  near  the  town  of  Matewan  on  a site  located  on  a 
flood  relocation  plane.  Construction  is  slated  to  begin  in  1995.  The  design  will  be  sensitive  to  the 
rich  cultural  heritage  of  this  Appalachian  area  and  will  address  the  unique  development  needs  of 
“company"  or  one-industry  towns. 

A marketing  plan  will  be  developed  to  raise  community  and  financial  support  for  construction  costs.

To  support  development  of  the  exhibition,  "Beyond  Modernism:  Dan  Friedman's  New  Design 
Agenda."  Working  with  designer  Dan  Friedman,  the  Goldie  Paley  Gallery  will  organize  an  exhibition 
to  depict  the  current  state  of  design  as  a field  in  dramatic  transition.  Friedman's  work  and  the 
exhibition  will  attempt  to  dissolve  unnecessary  boundaries  between  art  and  design  and  propose  an 
agenda  of  passion,  responsibility,  innovation,  humor,  and  the  inclusion  of  both  the  orthodox  and 
the  extreme.  The  curatorial  intent  is  to  experiment  with  the  way  design  is  exhibited  and  to  use  the 
exhibition  context  itself  as  a means  of  expanding  how  design  is  perceived.  The  work  of  Dan 
Friedman  as  designer,  artist,  scholar,  critic,  teacher,  corporate  consultant,  and  advocate  will  attract  a 
large  audience.  The  exhibition  is  scheduled  to  appear  at  the  Georges  Pompidou  Center  in  Paris  after 
its  American  premiere. 


New  Mexico  Community  Foundation 

Santa  Fe,  NM  $49,975 

To  support  development  of  preservation  recommendations  and  a training  program  for  restoration  of 
historic  adobe  churches.  Building  upon  a six-year  track  record,  this  project  will  enable  the 
Foundation  to  train  approximately  100  community  members  in  adobe  preservation  techniques, 
initiate  a new  program  that  will  enable  experienced  communities  to  tutor  novice  ones  in  adobe 
preservation  techniques,  develop  written  preservation  recommendations  for  ten  damaged  churches, 
and  further  publicize  the  plight  of  these  structures.  This  project  is  valuable  to  the  field  for  it 
promotes  preservation  of  all  earthen  architecture. 

New  Mexico.  University  of

To  support  research  to  examine  the  feasibility  of  devising  better  methods  for  the  preservation  of 
adobe  architecture.  Based  on  the  scientific  quantification  of  the  indigenous  technology  of  making 
earthen  plasters,  the  study  will  use  a two-fold  approach  of  scientific  analysis  of  historic  adobe 
plasters  from  New  Mexico  churches  and  interviews  with  adobe  craftspeople  to  determine  the 
relationship  between  tradition  and  the  techniques  and  materials  that  produce  naturally  durable 
earthen  plasters.  Because  most  of  New  Mexico's  historic  and  cultural  buildings  are  constructed  of 
adobe,  this  study  is  important  to  preserve  the  state's  architectural  heritage  as  well  as  contribute  to 
the  vitality  of  local  communities  where  such  structures  are  prevalent.

To  support  production  of  thematic  issues  of  Design  Book  Review,  a journal  that  reviews  writing  on 
architecture,  design,  and  urbanism.  Funds  will  support  writer's  commissions,  travel,  and  related 
expenses  for  special  issues  on  topics  such  as  landscape  architecture,  industrial  design,  contemporary 
architecture  of  Latin  America,  suburban  development,  computer  technology,  and  the  built 
environment.

To  support  production  of  a catalogue  to  accompany  an  exhibition  documenting  Japanese  design 
since  1950.  “Japan  Design:  A Survey  Since  1950,"  will  be  the  first  comprehensive  exhibition  and 
publication  to  survey  the  history  of  Japanese  design  over  the  last  forty  years.  The  exhibition  will 
examine  Japan's  original  contribution  to  modern  design  and  present  objects  that  reflect  changes  in 
Japanese  taste,  life  style,  and  technology.

To  support  a project  involving  artists,  designers,  and  communities  in  the  creation  of  public  art  works 
as  a means  of  defusing  cultural  tensions.  The  project  will  begin  with  research  into  the  ways  a 
community  uses  and  decorates  public  and  private  space  through  its  vernacular  architecture.  A 
culturally  diverse  team  of  artists  and  architects  will  then  work  closely  with  residents  from  three  riot- 
torn  communities  of  Los  Angeles-Koreatown,  Pico  Union,  and  South  Central-to  incorporate  the 
traditions  and  elements  which  the  research  reveals.  The  installations  will  be  portable,  and  move 
among  various  communities  to  encourage  constructive  cultural  debate  and  commentary. 


South  Carolina  Arts  Commission 

Columbia,  SC  $38,800 

To  support  implementation  of  the  State's  design  arts  program.  The  blueprint  for  the  Arts 
Commission's  design  program  was  developed  in  1989-1990,  through  a Design  Arts  Task  Force 
process  that  identified  major  design  issues  for  the  State  and  proposed  programmatic  goals  and 
strategies  by  which  the  Commission  could  address  these  issues.  The  issues  identified  included 
designing  more  livable  cities,  preserving  the  landscape,  retaining  sense  of  place,  and  promoting 
excellence  in  design.  The  project  will  support  continued  research  on  existing  design  resources  and 
opportunities,  a statewide  design  conference,  design  assistance  grants,  statewide  design  awards, 
and  development  of  private  support  for  design  in  South  Carolina. 


Texas.  University  of 

El  Paso,  TX  $26,509 

To  support  development  and  dissemination  of  an  exhibition  featuring  contemporary  vernacular 
housing  along  the  Texas/Mexico  border.  This  exhibition  will  feature  the  research  of  M.  Jana  Pereau,  a 
recipient  of  a 1991  Design  Arts  Program  Project  Grant  for  Individuals  to  study  such  vernacular  border 
housing.

After  its  showing 
at  the  El  Paso  Centennial  Museum  at  the  University  of  Texas,  the  exhibition  will  travel  to  other 
venues  along  the  border  and  throughout  Texas. 


Walker  Art  Center.  Inc. 

Minneapolis,  MN  $25,000 

To  support  production  of  Design  Quarterly,  a journal  of  the  designed  environment.  Founded  by  the 
Walker  Art  Center  in  1946,  Design  Quarterly  has  grown  into  one  of  America's  most  respected 
journals  of  its  kind.  The  Walker  Art  Center  is  the  only  American  museum  to  regularly  publish  a design 
periodical.  Building  on  its  success  and  adding  to  its  readership  and  impact,  the  editor  recently 
decided  to  move  from  a single  issue  monograph  format  to  a more  comprehensive  overview  of  today's 
most  critical  design  issues.  This  project  will  help  support  the  magazine  in  an  important  new  phase  of 
its  history.

To  support  production  of  two  special  issues  of  Cite,  a review  of  architecture  and  design  published  by 
the  Rice  Design  Alliance.  The  two  issues  will  be  of  special  relevance  to  the  Southwest  region.  The 
first,  "On  the  Border,"  will  be  a bicultural  examination  of  historic  and  contemporary  architecture  and 
patterns  of  settlement  on  both  sides  of  the  border  between  Texas  and  Mexico.  The  second,  "Outer 
Spaces,"  will  present  case  studies  of  new  developments  on  the  peripheries  of  large,  mainly  Southern- 
tier  cities.  The  project  will  support  contributing  writer  fees,  research,  travel,  and  photography  related 
to  these  topics. 


Wisconsin.  University  of 

Milwaukee,  Wl  $30,000 

To  support  research  and  a report  on  the  barriers  women  and  minorities  face  in  architectural 
education.  Women  in  architecture  programs  today  comprise  approximately  26%  of  the  student 
body,  but  the  attrition  rates  are  high,  as  is  the  likelihood  that  they  will  pursue  careers  outside  of 
architecture.  Meanwhile,  minority  participation  has  decreased  in  the  last  two  decades  from  ten 
percent  to  five  percent.  To  respond  to  today's  diverse  design  problems,  the  teaching  and  practice 
of  architecture  should  be  as  diverse  as  the  constituency  served.  Concentrating  on  architectural 
design  studios  within  five  architecture  schools,  the  researchers  will  examine  social  dynamics  among 
studio  peers,  studio  pedagogies,  student/instructor  communication,  and  interpretations  and 
expectations  of  the  discipline.

To  support  development  and  production  of  a catalogue  for  an  exhibition,  “The  Arts  of  Reform  and 
Persuasion,  1885  - 1945,"  to  inaugurate  the  Wolfsonian  Museum  in  Miami  Beach.  Scheduled  for  a 
January  1995  opening,  the  exhibition  will  present  approximately  250  objects  that  demonstrate  how 
design  of  this  period  has  functioned  as  a key  element  in  reform  movements,  as  a determinant  in 
product  choice,  and  as  a vehicle  of  propaganda.

An  internationally  recognized  organization,  YA/YA  trains  inner- 
city  youth  in  art  and  design,  providing  unique  opportunities  for  international  study,  technical 
development,  and  working  with  commercial  designers  and  manufacturers.  Once  published,  the 
book  will  assist  other  organizations  in  other  cities  in  replicating  this  highly  successful  program.  In 
fact,  the  book's  production  itself  will  be  unique;  it  will  feature  interviews  with  YA/YA  student 
artists,  staff,  board,  and  parents  and  illustrate  the  furniture  and  fabric  that  symbolize  the  energy  and 
spirit  of  YA/YA. 
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Project  Grants  for  Heritage  Conservation 


Project  Grants  for  Heritage  Conservation  support  organizations  engaged  in  preserving  the  physical 
products  of  design  or  documenting  the  history  of  design.  Projects  may  focus  on  any  of  the  design 
disciplines  and  may  range  in  scale  from  an  historic  structure  report  of  a building  to  a catalogue  of  a 
small  collection  of  design  drawings,  but  should  demonstrate  the  potential  to  make  a significant 
contribution  to  the  understanding  or  appreciation  of  design  history  in  the  United  States. 

In  this  category,  8 grants  were  awarded  totalling  $189,900 


Athenaeum  of  Philadelphia 

Philadelphia,  PA  $12,000 

To  support  planning  activities  for  an  exhibition  on  early  19th-century  competition  drawings  for 
Girard  College  in  Philadelphia.  The  College  has  nearly  300  original  drawings  that  document  one  of 
the  country’s  earliest  architectural  competitions  and  represent  the  work  of  20  architects  including 
William  Strickland,  John  Haviland,  Edward  Shaw,  and  Thomas  Ustick  Walter.  The  project  will  include 
cataloging  the  collection,  planning  the  conservation  treatment  estimates  for  each  drawing, 
photographing  each  drawing,  and  initial  planning  for  touring  the  exhibition. 


Chicago  Architecture  Foundation 

Chicago,  IL  $20,800 

To  support  an  historic  structure  report  for  Glessner  House  Museum  on  the  south  side  of  Chicago. 
Designed  by  H.H.  Richardson  in  1886,  the  house  is  the  only  restored  example  of  his  work  that  is 
open  to  the  public  in  this  country.  The  project  will  include  a survey  of  the  building's  structure  and 
exterior  to  note  the  condition  of  building  elements;  a survey  of  the  building's  interior  to  note  areas 
where  deterioration  of  finishes  indicates  moisture  penetration  caused  by  failure  of  exterior  materials;  a 
survey  of  building  systems  to  record  existing  conditions;  documentation  of  existing  conditions;  an 
exterior  conservation  plan  containing  detailed  recommendations  for  conservation  and  repair;  a 
building  systems  plan;  and  a bibliography  of  all  relevant  archival  materials.  Acclaimed  as  Richardson's 
most  cohesive  and  mature  urban  residential  design,  Glessner  House  educates  a general  audience  of 
Chicago  residents  and  visitors  about  Chicago's  architectural,  social,  and  cultural  history. 


Historic  RittenhouseTown,  Inc. 

Philadelphia,  PA  $23,100 

To  support  development  of  historic  structure  reports  for  two  buildings  in  RittenhouseTown,  an 
industrial  village  dating  back  to  the  late  17th  century.  The  buildings  are  important  examples  of 
Germanic  design  and  symbols  of  the  earliest  stage  of  American  industrialism.  Building  on  a master 
plan  completed  in  1988,  the  historic  structures  reports  will  serve  as  essential  tools  for  the  faithful 
restoration  and  educational  interpretation  of  the  buildings  in  their  context.  The  completed  reports 
will  be  widely  disseminated  to  the  public,  design  professionals,  and  scholars  through  symposia  jointly 
sponsored  with  local  professional  organizations  and  through  publicity,  restoration,  and  educational 
programs.  The  reports  will  also  be  given  to  local  repositories  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 


Los  Angeles  Countv  Museum  of  Art 
Los  Angeles,  CA 


$25,000 


To  support  an  exhibition  and  related  costs  for  "Expressionist  Utopias:  Paradise,  Metropolis, 
Architectural  Fantasy."  The  exhibition  will  explore  how  the  renderings  of  utopia  and  fantasy  by 
Expressionist  architects  and  artists  working  in  Germany  in  the  early  20th-century  contributed  to 
both  modernism  and  the  International  Style.  With  construction  during  this  period  almost  impossible 
because  of  World  War  I,  paper  became  the  medium  of  architectural  expression.  Through 
approximately  185  rarely  seen  works,  including  drawings,  prints,  watercolors,  plaster  models,  film  and 
stage  sets,  and  periodicals,  the  exhibition  will  provide  American  audiences  with  information  about  a 
relatively  unknown  and  seldom  studied  period  in  architectural  history. 


Rochester  Institute  of  Technology 

Rochester,  NY  $25,000 

To  support  the  next  phase  in  the  development  of  the  Graphic  Design  Archive  Project.  During  this 
phase,  the  project  managers  will  continue  the  development  of  software,  address  the  preliminary 
design  of  a prototype,  preserve  acquisitions  and  collections,  refine  a controlled  vocabulary,  and 
disseminate  information  on  this  international  graphic  design  resource.  New  acquisitions  of  archival 
collections  of  personal  papers  and  business  records  of  important  design  pioneers  are  being  sought, 
brought  to  Rochester  Institute  of  Technology,  organized,  re-housed,  and  made  available.  Such 
collections  are  systematically  recorded  on  laserdisc  for  the  electronic  “desk-top"  archive,  using 
custom-designed  software  to  make  thousands  of  historic  images  available. 


Roosevelt  Island  Operating  Corporation 

New  York,  NY  $25,000 

To  support  design  fees  for  turning  a derelict  structure,  the  Octagon  on  Roosevelt  Island,  into  a 
stabilized  ruin.  Although  common  in  Europe,  stabilized  ruins  are  rarely  found  in  the  United  States. 
The  Octagon,  New  York  City’s  first  home  for  the  mentally  ill,  was  designed  by  Alexander  Jackson 
Davis  in  1 839.  Over  the  years  the  wings  of  the  building  were  demolished;  all  that  now  remains  is 
the  four-story  atrium  with  a cast-iron  spiral  staircase  and  wooden  columns.  The  Octagon  is  the 
namesake  of  a 15-acre  park  that  will  open  in  late  1992,  and  include  community  gardens,  fields  for 
sporting  events,  waterfront  promenades,  and  an  ecological  park.  The  building  will  stand  as  a 
powerful  reminder  of  our  country's  social  and  architectural  history. 


St.  Ann  Center  for  Restoration  and  the  Arts.  Inc. 

Brooklyn,  NY  $25,000 

To  support  apprenticeships  in  stained  glass  at  the  American  Heritage  Center  for  Conservation  and 
Training,  a hands-on  training  facility.  The  program's  goal  is  to  bridge  the  gap  between  conservation 
science  and  practice  and  to  increase  the  number  of  trained  craftsmen  devoted  to  saving  historic 
architecture  from  ruin.  The  apprenticeship  will  focus  on  conservation  of  William  Jay  Bolton's  Chancel 
Window  in  the  National  Historic  Landmark  Church  of  St.  Ann  and  the  Holy  Trinity  in  Brooklyn.  The 
windows  at  St.  Ann's  comprise  the  first  cycle  of  figural  stained  glass  made  in  this  country.  The  work 
will  be  performed  not  only  on  the  endangered  glass  itself,  but  also  on  the  flamboyant  Gothic  frame 
and  the  massive  expanse  of  damaged  protective  glazing.

To  support  an  oral  history  project  to  document  the  design  process  of  Frank  Lloyd  Wright.  This 
phase  of  the  project  will  record  the  experiences  and  memories  of  four  of  Wright's  contemporaries-- 
John  Lautner,  William  Beye  Fyfe,  John  deKoven  Hill,  and  Louis  Wiehle.  The  histories  will  be 
documented  and  disseminated  by  the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles'  Oral  History  Program. 
Interviews  will  shed  new  light  on  the  work  of  Wright  through  questions  about  the  form  of  his  studio 
practice  and  on-the-job  work,  his  teaching,  dissemination  of  ideas,  interaction  between  colleagues 
and  clients  in  both  unbuilt  projects  and  completed  works,  and  the  way  in  which  his  design  process 
affected  the  lives  and  philosophies  of  those  to  be  interviewed. 


Planning  Grants  for  Rural  and  Small  Communities 


Planning  Grants  for  Rural  and  Small  Communities  supports  rural  and  small  communities  in  their  efforts 
to  solve  planning  and  urban/rural  design  issues,  particularly  growth  management  and  its  effect  on 
these  communities,  by  providing  funds  to  organizations  for  design  assistance  and  demonstration 
projects.  Applicants  may  be  local  or  state  governments,  community,  or  neighborhood 
organizations,  colleges  or  universities  and  independent  nonprofit  groups  or  institutions  located  in 
rural  counties  with  populations  under  50,000  or  towns  under  5,000  within  major  metropolitan 
areas. 

In  this  category,  4 grants  were  awarded  totalling  $65,000 


Amana  Colonies  Land  Use  District 

Amana,  IA  $20,000 

To  support  development  of  a master  plan  for  the  Amana  Colonies,  a 26,000  acre  National  Landmark 
in  east  central  Iowa.  This  project  will  guide  this  community,  the  longest  enduring  communal 
settlement  in  the  United  States,  through  the  complex  land  use  and  development  issues  affecting  the 
region.  It  will  enable  the  Colonies  to  balance  the  demands  of  industrialization,  modern  agriculture, 
tourism,  suburbanization,  and  local  business  needs  with  rural  life  and  the  distinct  cultural  heritage  of 
the  Amana  community.  The  plan,  co-sponsored  with  the  Amana  Land  Use  district  by  the  Amana 
Society  and  the  Amana  Convention  Bureau,  will  assist  the  1,600  people  that  live  in  the  Amana 
villages  in  coping  with  the  onslaught  of  one  million  tourists  per  year. 


Lawrenceburg.  City  of 

Lawrenceburg,  IN  $20,000 

To  support  a master  planning  process  to  address  design  and  development  issues  confronting  two 
neighboring  towns,  Lawrenceburg  and  Greendale,  Indiana.  Extensive  community  involvement  is  the 
backbone  of  this  project,  encouraging  the  participants  to  examine  urban  form,  revitalization, 
preservation,  and  architectural  expression  to  reinforce  community  identity.  The  development  of  a 
master  planning  document  will  build  on  the  work  done  to  date,  which  includes  community 
questionnaires  and  town  forums.  Progress  of  the  project  will  be  publicized  weekly  in  the  local 
newspaper  and  at  monthly  town  forums  and  community  workshops.  The  resulting  document  will 
guide  the  communities  in  future  planning  and  development.

To  support  design  fees  for  development  of  a master  plan  for  a 17-acre  rural  parcel  of  land.  Producir, 
Inc.,  is  a community  economic  development  corporation  serving  this  remote  rural  region  adjacent  to 
the  National  Forest  of  the  Caribbean,  commonly  known  as  “El  Yunque  Rain  Forest."  The  master  plan 
will  allow  for  careful  planning  of  essential  community  facilities  and  services  such  as  a pharmacy, 
bakery,  post  office,  health  facility,  and  housing.  Producir,  Inc.,  has  selected  a San  Juan  architect  to 
conduct  the  master  plan  for  this  project. 


Tullv,  Town  of 

Tully,  NY  $5,000 

To  support  production  of  a comprehensive  set  of  guidelines  for  preservation  and  planning.  Based  on 
a substantial  increase  in  development  within  the  last  ten  years,  the  Town  of  Tully  needs  to  address  a 
fragile  natural  resource  base  while  accommodating  demands  for  new  housing.  With  the  assistance 
of  professional  design  consultants,  the  town's  planning  board  will  analyze  the  natural  resource 
sensitivity,  physical  relationships,  and  historic  land  use  patterns  of  distinct  regional  elements  such  as 
farmlands,  lake  shores,  wetlands,  woodlands,  hillsides,  and  road  corridors.  The  Town  of  Tully  also  will 
conduct  a workshop  on  the  application  and  use  of  the  design  guidelines  for  town  residents, 
municipal  leaders,  planners,  and  developers  within  the  central  New  York  region. 


Project  Grants  for  Design  Education 


Project  Grants  for  Design  Education  are  intended  to  support  a wide  range  of  design  education 
activities  including  the  production  of  educational  materials,  the  development  of  curricula  integrating 
design  with  other  subjects,  teacher  training  programs,  the  testing  of  new  techniques  and  evaluation 
methods,  and  conferences,  symposia  or  workshops  relating  to  design  education.  This  grant 
category  is  open  to  innovative  projects  that  will  reach  and  engage  people  of  any  age  in  either 
academic  or  informal  settings.  The  Program  encourages  proposals  that  include  more  than  one  of  the 
design  disciplines,  relate  to  one  or  more  subject  areas,  find  innovative  ways  to  integrate  design  into 
the  curriculum,  and  create  reliable  means  of  evaluating  the  role  of  design  education  in  improving 
problem-solving  skills  and  changing  attitudes  toward  civic  design  responsibility. 

In  this  category,  10  grants  were  awarded  totalling  $133,200 


Foundation  for  Architecture 

Philadelphia.  PA  $25,000 

To  support  development  of  alternative  assessment  tools  for  a built  environment  design  education 
program.  The  Architecture  in  Education  program  of  the  Foundation  for  Architecture  is  an 
internationally  recognized  model  that  uses  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  design  education,  in 
which  K-12  students  gain  an  understanding  of  the  built  environment  in  the  U.S.  and  in  other 
civilizations  and  cultures.  The  teaching  team  consists  of  classroom  teachers,  design  professionals, 
and  university  students  in  the  design  fields.  Lessons  are  taught  using  perceptual,  social,  and 
technological  educational  concepts  integrated  with  math,  science,  language  arts,  social  studies,  and 
environmental  education.  This  project  aims  to  measure  each  student's  achievement  and  success 
more  effectively,  as  well  as  to  assess  the  efficacy  of  the  program  as  an  operative  learning  approach  in 
all  disciplines. 
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International  Technology  Education  Association 
Reston,  VA 


$20,000 


To  support  a pilot  program  to  test  design  and  technology  curricula  at  the  elementary  school  level. 
This  project  seeks  to  implement  design  education  and  teacher  training  using  language,  critical 
thinking,  and  problem  solving  that  involve  design  skills.  Among  its  aims  are  developing  teachers' 
awareness  of  design  in  the  environment,  encouraging  teachers  to  develop  their  skills  and 
opportunities  for  design  activities  with  the  students,  and  promoting  national  dissemination  of 
teachers'  and  students'  experiences  with  other  elementary  educators.  Long  term  objectives  of  the 
project  include  monitoring  the  progress  of  design  activity  through  sixth  grade,  transferring  the 
curriculum  development  model  to  other  sites,  and  establishing  a research  base  for  design  education. 
The  proposal  will  draw  from  existing  curriculum  development  material  accumulated  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe. Project  results  will  be  published  in  trade  publications  and  made  available  through 
presentations  on  the  subject  at  numerous  conferences  around  the  U.S.  and  overseas.

Laguna  Beach,  CA  $8,000 

To  support  the  year-long  pilot  of  Vitruvius,  a design  education  program  for  children  ages  4-12 
demonstrating  the  museum's  commitment  to  interdisciplinary  arts  education.  The  project  includes 
on-site  workshops,  teacher  training,  and  marketing  of  the  program  to  promote  design  education  in  a 
museum  setting.  In  the  Vitruvius  studio,  artistic  and  problem-solving  activities  in  all  media  are 
enjoyed  as  an  intellectual  and  creative  discipline.

Approximately  75  teachers  will  be  trained,  and  240  children  will  participate  in  the 
pilot  year.

Sacramento,  CA  $23,600 

To  support  a conference  for  elected  officials  from  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California  to  promote 
urban  design  options  that  support  pedestrian  and  mass  transit.  The  audience  for  the  conference  will 
consist  of  county  supervisors,  mayors,  city  council  members,  and  commissioners.  The  agenda  will 
feature  presentations  by  architects  and  planners  of  successful,  compact,  mixed-use  neighborhoods 
and  elected  officials  who  provide  the  leadership  necessary  to  make  essential  design  and  development 
decisions.  With  assistance  from  the  State  Councils  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  the  Local 
Government  Commission  in  Sacramento  proposes  two  three-day  conferences.  A summary  of  the 
presentations  will  be  disseminated  through  the  Commission's  newsletter,  Livable  Places  Update. 


National  Building  Museum 

Washington,  DC  $25,000 

To  support  development,  production,  and  distribution  of  a how-to  book  on  design  education  at  the 
secondary  school  level.  The  publication,  based  on  the  success  of  the  Building  Museum's 
comprehensive  design  education  initiative  begun  in  1987,  will  be  disseminated  nationally  to  a diverse 
audience  of  schools,  museums,  nature  centers,  camps,  and  environmental  education  centers.  The 
goals  of  the  Museum's  program  are  to  teach  critical  and  creative  thinking,  problem-solving, 
communication,  leadership,  and  teamwork  utilizing  the  principles  and  processes  of  design;  to 
address  the  broad  range  of  design  disciplines;  and  to  expose  high  school  students  to  design  at  a 
time  when  they  are  considering  career  options. 
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Neighborhood  Design  Center.  Inc 
Baltimore,  MD 


$25,000 


To  support  a collaborative  design  education  project  between  the  Neighborhood  Design  Center  and 
the  Kids-in-Design  Committee,  combining  curriculum  enrichment  with  student,  teacher,  and 
community  empowerment  to  achieve  change  in  the  physical  environment  of  public  schools.  This 
design  collaboration  will  help  revitalize  deteriorating  urban  school  facilities  while  regenerating  pride  in 
the  most  important  public  building  in  children's  lives.  Using  two  inner-city  Baltimore  schools,  the 
project  will  address  teacher  training,  volunteer  support,  community  involvement,  and  the  integration 
of  problem-solving,  verbal,  mathematical,  and  other  curriculum  skill  areas. 


School  District  of  Philadelphia 

Philadelphia,  PA  $23,000 

To  support  a collaboration  between  the  School  District  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Foundation  for 
Architecture  to  implement  an  education  program  in  neighborhood  grade  schools.  Utilizing 
neighborhood  resources  relating  to  the  design  disciplines  this  proposal  will  enable  students  and 
teachers  to  understand  and  incorporate  design  concepts  and  engage  in  hands-on  learning  to 
understand,  appreciate,  and  improve  the  immediate  environment.  The  Foundation  for  Architecture 
will  provide  the  training,  teachers'  stipends,  supplies  and  materials.  The  benefits  to  the  students 
include  exposure  to  basic  design  concepts;  an  increased  awareness  of  issues  that  foster  a more 
livable  community;  a clearer  understanding  of  the  effect  the  environment  has  on  behavior;  exposure 
to  the  design  arts  work  of  their  peers  in  the  participating  schools;  experience  using  analytical  and 
problem-solving  skills;  and  encouragement  of  creative  thinking  in  planning  and  implementing  the 
design  process.  Intended  as  a model  for  introducing  students  to  design  arts  via  the  laboratories  of 
their  neighborhoods,  the  project  also  includes  production  of  a video  documenting  the  activities  and 
experiences  of  the  students  and  teachers  for  local  and  national  distribution.  The  Foundation  for 
Architecture  will  incorporate  the  results  gained  from  this  program  in  teaching  kits  and  lessons  plans 
made  available  at  its  Resource  Center. 


Sculpture  in  the  Environment.  Inc. 

New  York,  NY  $11,000 

To  support  a design  internship  program  for  disadvantaged  high  school  students  in  New  York  City. 

In  order  to  continue  its  Architectural  Youth  Program  for  Minorities  and  Women  initiated  last  fall,  and 
to  reach  a younger  audience,  Sculpture  in  the  Environment  (SITE)  requests  funds  for  expansion  of  its 
educational  internship.  The  curriculum  entails  an  overview  of  the  architecture  profession,  exposing 
participants  to  drawing,  rendering,  and  model  making;  discussion  on  buildings  and  public  space  in 
New  York  City;  and  visits  to  minority-owned  design  firms.  SITE  will  record  student  progress  through 
video  tapes  and  photographs  of  the  sessions  and  make  them  available  to  schools,  libraries, 
professional  and  minority  groups,  and  public  broadcasting  stations.  The  American  Institute  of 
Architects  Design/Practice  Education  Group  has  provided  support  and  advice  for  this  project  and  will 
assist  in  the  dissemination  of  the  program's  results  through  its  Minority  Resources  Committee 
Newsletter.

Southern  California.  University  of 
Los  Angeles,  CA 


$25,000 


To  support  development  of  a summer  design  studio  and  mentoring  program  to  attract  minority 
students  to  design  careers.  Using  the  Rebuild  L.A.  movement  as  a tool  to  examine  the  re-building 
and  design  process,  the  "Exploration  of  Architecture"  program  of  the  University  of  Southern 
California  (USC)  School  of  Architecture  will  focus  its  summer  design  studios  on  a mixed-use 
prototype  for  a building  on  a site  destroyed  by  fire  last  spring  in  the  L.A.  disturbances.  Grant  funds 
will  help  increase  the  number  of  summer  design  studio  scholarships  available  to  minority  applicants. 
With  assistance  from  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Schools 
of  Architecture,  USC  will  serve  as  a model  for  other  schools  to  create  and  implement  their  own  plans 
to  recruit  minority  students  to  their  design  programs. 


Vermont  Council  on  the  Arts.  Inc. 

Montpelier,  VT  $20,600 

To  support  two  sessions  and  follow-up  activities  for  the  Vermont  Design  Institute.  The  Institute  is  an 
intensive  design  retreat  that  provides  hands-on  training  in  design  planning  skills  for  citizens  involved 
in  shaping  the  built  environment  through  service  on  planning  boards,  environmental  commissions, 
and  in  local  government.  Building  on  the  success  of  a pilot  program  in  1991  and  modeled  after  the 
Design  Arts  Program's  Mayor's  Institute  on  City  Design,  the  Vermont  Design  Institute  seeks  to  foster 
local  design  leadership  by  creating  a network  of  savvy  activists,  stimulating  broad  public  demand  for 
design  excellence,  and  nurturing  a body  of  public  policymakers  receptive  to  good  design.  The  State 
and  Regional  Program  has  been  notified  of  this  proposed  grant. 


Project  Grants  for  Arts  Facilities  Design 


Project  Grants  for  Arts  Facilities  Design  support  organizations  seeking  to  research,  devise  and/or 
implement  projects  that  will  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the  design  process  in  the  renovation, 
rehabilitation  or  creation  of  facilities  that  are  intended  to  accommodate  the  specific  artistic  needs  of 
a community.  The  facilities  considered  under  this  category  must  have  an  artistic  mission.  Grant 
monies  are  not  available  to  fund  market  feasibility  studies  to  determine  whether  a community  can 
support  such  an  art  facility. 

In  this  category,  7 grants  were  awarded  totalling  $154,450 


Churchill  Arts  Council 

Fallon,  NV  $24,650 

To  support  design  fees  and  related  costs  for  rehabilitation  of  the  Oats  Park  School  building  in  Fallon, 
Nevada  for  use  as  a community  arts  center.  The  original  structure  was  completed  in  1914  and 
additional  classrooms  were  added  in  1921.  Designed  by  Nevada  architect  Frederick  J.  de 
Longchamps,  the  building  will  serve  as  a regional  arts  center  with  gallery  space,  a proscenium 
theater,  office  space,  and  two  classrooms  for  community  meetings  (to  be  restored  to  their  original 
1921  interior.)  A feasibility  study  has  been  completed  for  the  building  which  is  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 
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Empire  State  Carousel  Inc 
Islip,  NY 


$17,800 


To  support  a collaborative  design  for  a carousel  museum  in  New  York  state.  This  collaboration 
between  a professional  woodcarver  and  an  architect  will  produce  a design  for  a museum  to  house 
the  first  hand-carved  carousel  built  in  the  U.S.  in  60  years.  Approximately  1,000  craftspersons,  most 
of  whom  are  volunteers,  will  produce  carousel  figures  representative  of  New  York  state,  including 
song  birds,  riding  animals,  and  prominent  individuals  such  as  Eleanor  Roosevelt,  Jackie  Robinson,  and 
Rip  Van  Winkle.  By  encouraging  future  donations  of  carved  moldings  and  paintings,  quilted 
banners,  and  portraits  of  New  Yorkers  to  replace  the  aging  ones,  the  carousel  will  be  continually 
updated.  The  idea  is  that  the  Carousel  Museum  will  never  be  finished,  but  rather,  like  the  carousel, 
in  frequent  motion  through  addition  of  the  new  art  pieces.  This  will  also  perpetuate  the  practice  of 
the  folk  art  of  woodcarving.  Craft  demonstrations,  changing  exhibits,  and  the  publication  of 
informational  literature  on  New  York  state's  ecology,  folklore,  traditional  crafts,  and  history  are  also 
planned  as  services  provided  to  the  public  by  this  museum. 


Largo  City  of 

Largo,  FL  $17,000 

To  support  design  fees  for  the  Little  Theatre  in  Largo  Central  Park.  In  response  to  a community 
needs  assessment,  the  city  developed  a master  plan  for  a 70-acre  park  in  the  center  of  the 
downtown  redevelopment  area.  The  community  theater  is  included  in  this  master  plan  and  will  be 
adjacent  to  the  library  and  an  outdoor  event  space  currently  serviced  by  a portable  amphitheater. 
The  proposed  structure  will  include  office  space,  a lobby  with  an  art  gallery,  a 400  to  500-  seat 
proscenium  theater,  and  classrooms.  There  is  much  community  enthusiasm  and  support  for  the 
theater,  including  a $600,000  bequest  from  a local  resident. 


North  Carolina  Pottery  Museum.  Inc. 

Asheboro,  NC  $25,000 

To  support  design  fees  for  a pottery  museum  reflecting  traditions  of  local  pottery  making.  In  1981 
the  Museum  of  North  Carolina  Traditional  Pottery  was  established  to  exhibit  and  interpret  North 
Carolina's  long  tradition  of  pottery  making  and  to  develop  educational  and  training  programs  of 
international  reputation.  North  Carolina's  pottery  making  heritage  includes  the  ancient  Cherokee 
coiled  pottery  method;  the  folk  tradition  of  stoneware  and  alkaline-glazed  pottery  established  by 
early  European  immigrants;  and  a thriving  art-pottery  tradition  supported  by  craft  schools, 
cooperatives,  and  guilds.  Tens  of  thousands  of  tourists  visit  the  area  annually,  attracted  by  the 
pottery  shops  and  studios.  The  museum  will  be  constructed  on  a seven-acre  site  in  the  center  of  the 
town  of  Seagrove,  near  Greensboro,  NC. 


Santa  Fe  Opera  Association 

Santa  Fe,  NM  $25,000 

To  support  design  fees  for  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  House.  To  serve  its 
patrons  more  appropriately,  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  proposes  to  extend  the  roof  structure  of  the  25 
year-old  opera  house.  This  expansion  is  being  undertaken  in  response  to  a need  for  increased 
seating  capacity  and  to  serve  patrons  with  disabilities  more  effectively.  The  Santa  Fe  Opera  has  an 
international  reputation  for  artistic  excellence,  and  its  facility  is  known  for  outstanding  acoustics.

Pall  River,  MA 


$20,000 


To  support  design  fees  for  renovation  of  the  Central  Congregational  Church  for  use  as  a community 
arts  center.  The  church,  designed  by  Hartwell  and  Swazey  of  Boston,  was  completed  in  1874;  it  is 
a significant  example  of  the  Ruskinian  style  of  Victorian  Gothic  church  architecture.  The  architects 
will  design  a flexible  cultural  facility,  with  performance  space  in  the  envelope  of  the  church  nave,  and 
other  areas  to  accommodate  exhibitions,  classes,  workshops,  and  social  events. 


Women's  Interart  Center.  Inc. 

New  York,  NY  $25,000 

To  support  design  fees  and  related  costs  for  the  Women's  Interart  Center  in  the  Clinton  community 
of  mid-town  Manhattan.  Fees  will  be  applied  towards  design  development  of  the  rehearsal  studio 
complex  and  cultural  center,  a project  combining  preservation,  rehabilitation,  and  new  construction. 
The  project  brings  together  residents  of  the  community  and  members  of  the  non-profit  and 
commercial  arts  sectors  to  accommodate  a variety  of  needs.  To  date  the  project  has  received  grants 
from  the  New  York  State  Council  on  the  Arts,  the  42nd  Street  Fund  and  the  William  Bingham 
Foundation.  Construction  will  be  financed  through  the  Financial  Sen/ices  Corporation  of  New  York's 
issuance  of  Industrial  Development  Agency  Bonds.
